In reply to the question - in Para, 5 
of your letter, my Committee recomended). 
that jmporters sbould not‘’unduly press 
dealers to effect clearance of goods at 
due date, but assist them as far as. pos- 


sible, and consistent with. the terms of. 


their contracts, to carry any goods which 

it is found: impossible to clear thix sea- 
son, until next.” It js also hoped 
that importers’ will not have to ask 
dealerd for “margins on goods so 
carried, .nor for’ payment of interest 
or charges unti! the goods. are actually 
delivered, thus freeing them from any 
immediate strain on their finances. My 
Committee trust that this will have the 
beneficial effect on the general tone of 
the market ‘you anticipate, and prevent 
dealers from making .any uogecessary 
sacrifices. 


My Committee regrets to learn that you 
have ‘ecéived complaints from members 
of your Guild to the effect that ‘the prac- 
tice of. holding delivery orders for sum- 
mer 3 in order to enforce clearance 
of .winter corgo was still in vogue, 
but ns this report was mada two 
or three days before the date of your 
letter, it is quite possible that the oc- 
currence was prior to. this Chamber's re- 
‘commendations, reaching the hands of the 
importera. Jt will he readily - under 
stood, however, that my Chamber cannot 
do more than make recommendations to 
ita members which, as promised ine my 
fest letter, has‘ been: done.
